effect of the famine Louis Klopsoh, secre- 
tary of the India famine relief work, bible 
house, New York, says: 


"Eighty millions of people are on the 


verge of starvation in India, 10,000,000 of 
whom must perish for the lack of fodd If 
help be not speedily forthcoming. 
The 


famine is raging worse than it did In 
1877, when 6,000,000 men, women and 
children died of starvation. Congress baa 
appropriated money to afford free trans- 
portation for corn to India. 
Railroad 


companies have given the Christian Her- 
ald reduced rates for transportation of 
corn from tbe corn centers to tbe coast. 
Many persons hove contributed or have 
undertaken to raise carloads of corn, old 
corn and shelled, but muob more Is need- 
ed, and wo appeal to all tbe editors in tho 
United States to publish in their columns 
n plea for poor, staiving India. Famine 
there—abundance here' Death there 
life here' Cannot we, out of our abund- 
ance, contribute enough corn to save a 
million lives until the harvest time comes 
in India? Last year 2281 millions, 78E 
thousand bushels of corn were raised In 
this country. Can we not arrange to keep 
the 2,281,000,000 bushels at home and 
send tbe 7ij5,000 bushels to India, and 
than that which wo so earnestly hope for, 
namely, tbe saving of 1,000,000 lives, 
will actually be accomplished through 
tbeee gifts. 


"Two cents adav will sustain the life of 


a man, wmnan or child for one day In In- 
dia. One dollar will keep that life until 
June, and this mite, in addition to the 
blessed consciousness of saving a life, may 
add a star to our crowns of rejoicing, for 
that very lite—seclne how the blessed re- 
ligion of our glorious Lord manifests it- 
self in well doing—may be dedicated to 
His service, and thus a sonl be saved'

DOGS ON TIE TRAIL. 


Echoes of the Sensational Bob- 


bery at the Beaman 


Place. 


DEC4TDR PEOPLE DHDER SUSPICION, 


What the Bloodhounds Did Yesterday 


Afternoon and Last Night — 


Relatives Now with Mrs. 


Beaman—No Arrests. 


The story of the torture and robbery of 


Mrs. Ann Beaman, the venerable widow 
and recluse, at hnr home on East William 
street, Sunday night, published In the 
Republican last evening, caused a pro- 
found sensation in the city. It was but a 
short time after the hour of Issue, until 
ill extra copies of the paper were pur- 
chased and no more could be bad. 


The tact that the old lady bad been rob- 


bed occasioned no surprise, bat the reali- 
zation that In all probability the foul deed 
waa committed by parties living In Deca- 
tnr was what aroused the indignation of 
the public and many in the crowd that 
gathered about the Beaman place to watch 
the work of the blood hounds stood ready 
to join a leader in visiting summary 
vengeance upon the perpetrators of the 
outrage in case they were caught and 
positively Identified. It 
is understood 


that Mrs. Beamnn will be able to identify 
the big man and the negro who compelled 
her to give up the $700. 


What the Dog! Did. 


Boy Bendhra and Israel Florcy arrived 


in Deoatnr from Bloomington at 3:90 
yesterday afternoon, bringing the two 
blood bounds, Battler and Tops}-, with 
them. The dogs were taken at once to 
the Beaman residence. The police bad kept 
the crowd off the premises so that the 
trail of the robbersconld not be destroyed. 
<jolng to the house, the dogs were kept in 
chfck until Bendura «nd Flore; made a 
contract with the old lady. It was that 
they were to receive (35 for making the 
search. Then tbe two bounds were taken 
through tbe^roonis. They were taken up 
stairs to tbe place where the gold was 
found in a tea pot 
Both dogs trotted 


around'and sniffed here and there. Down 
stairs they poked their noses about tbe 


bed, against tbe rope and bridle which 
had bean used to tie Mrs. Beaman, and 
next they bad a smell at tbe pocket book 
from which $35 in currency had been 
taken. One of the dogs was pushed down 
into the cellar to sniff around awhile. 
On being turned out of the house the two 
dogs ran about in several directions, final- 
ly starting off to tbe southwest, going 
through a gate leading to the orchard. 
They turned and came back, going back 
to the hoi'8e,and then started In a south- 
easterly direction to tbe corner of tbe lot. 
They stopped there until they were thrown 
over the feuoe. They did not go far. 
Whirling about they oame back into the 
lot, and ran in a direct line for tbe barn. 
They went through the barn without 
stopping, passing over a manure pile, and 
stoppine at tbe hen bouse where there was 
evidence that somebody bad been digging 
with a spade. No further attempts were 
made to trail the robbers. It was decided 
to stop tbe fenrch and wait until after 
dark, as It was tbe desire of tbe owners of 
tbe bounds to get tbe crowd away. 


Shortly after 8 o'clock, with Officers 


Williamson and Dempsey at tbe Beaman 
house, the search was renewed. The 
dogs were taken out on East Wood street 
to tin] old] powder bouse in the patrol 
wagon, and across tha fields the bounds 
were led to the scene of tbe robbery. Tbe 
dogs were alert and active. They took 
up tbe trail again and without stopping 
passed over tbe back yard, through a gate, 
circling around through Jthe orchard and 
across the Held to Wood street. They 
would go no further than Wood street, 
and oonld not be Indnced.to'go over to the 
south side. They were tried again and 
covered tba same route as at first. It 
nemud that tbe dogs could do no more, 


Williamson and Dempsey returned to 


the city. Ijater, however, the dogs struck 
another scent and went rapidly in an un- 
erring manner to a house in tbe East 
Park Bovtevard, which addition lies di- 
rectly eas1; of the Seaman place. Tbe 
home WM not searched, and the inmates 
wen not allowed to discover that the dogs 
had gon« to the plane. Tbe inmates of tbe 
house are under snsplolon, and until 
there m farther developments the loca- 
tion at tbe home and the names of tbe In- 
mates •will not be disclosed. Tbe dogs 
were then taken to their kennels at tbe 
Bendme place on Spring avenue. 


Tbs officers are somewhat reticent to- 


day M to what will or It likely to be done. 
The pointers given by tbe dogs with spe- 
cial reference to the bouse in question 
will be Investigated. 


William H. HcComb, a hardware deal- 


er at Heyworth, In McLean county, ar- 
rived In tbe city hut evening, accompa- 
nied by hit wife, who is an adopted 
daughter of MM, Beaman. 
Tb*y came 


down ID response to a telegram not by 
Mr*. Benman. Mrs. MoCoinb will re- 
main with her mother (or an Indefinite 
period *>nd Mr. McComb will personally 
t»ke put IB tbe invMttgatlon under war, 
hoping «ooner or later to effect tbe arnct 
ol tin parties woo committed tbe orimn 


It If tbe theory of Mr. McComb that 


there were at least six persons implicated 
in tbe robbery and be believes they are 
ibe same rascals who roasted the late 
Uncle Billy Florey and robbed him of 
over (1000. There was a negro in that 
party and his torturers wore masks. Mr. 
McComb believes that there were only 
throe men In tbe bouse and that the oth- 
ers remained outside to give tbe alarm in 
case anybody should apnorach the place. 
He thinks part of the gang went to Wood 
street, and got into a vehicle, and that 
the others went in another direction, one 
or more going to tbe house alluded to. 
The gentleman is confident that tho per- 
petrators of tbe outrage belong right here 
in Decatur and be believes that as soon as 
tbe right clue is secured the whole party 
will be apprehended. He is very well sat- 
isfied with tbe work of the bloodhounds, 
lie was with them on the several runs 
last night and be Is now actively engaged 
in aiding tbe officers in their systematic 
investigation. 


Mrs. Beaman has recovered from the 


fright of her night with the robbers. Al- 
though living alone in a big frame bouse, 
set far back from the street, she had no 
fear of thieves breaking In and robbing 
her of her valuables. She was so close to 
the edge of town that she believed she was 
secure. She is certain that tbe robbers 
will b<. caught and that all or most of the 
stolen money will be restored to her. 


Possibly the arrest of tbe Mrs. Beaman 


robbers will lead to the apprehension of 
tbe fiends who robbed old man Florey. 


Arrest Bttmors. 


There were rumors on tbe streets today 


as to activity of tbe officers, but all were 
without foundation. One was that a 
negro residing on East Wood street bad 
been arrested and put in jail. Another 
was to tbe effect that three men had been 
taken into custody. None of the yarns 
can be verified. During the forenoon 
Mr. McComb bad a talk with Marshal 
Mason, but it was of short duration. The 
gentleman went away without asking or 
demanding a warrant for tbe arrest of 
anybody. 


Coroner Bend ure drove out to tbe Bea- 


man place and looked around awhile, and 
Deputy Sheriff Holmes was at the hcuse 
for a short time. 
Officer Imboden is at 


work quietly on the case, and other offi 
cers are also making certain investiga- 
tions. Nothing will be dene until every 
thing is "dead to rights," and in the 
meantime all parties supposed to have 
bad a hand in the affair will be ktpt nn 
der close surveillance.
